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CLIMATE AND VEGETATION OF THE NORTH PACIFIC COAST REGION 


The region comprising Washington, Oregon and Northern California 
.is divided into two distinctive sections by the Cascade Range, Siski- 
yous and California Coast Range. The climate of the western section 
is determined by its position with relation to the Pacific shore, The 
range from moderate ycar round tomperatures at the coast to prolonged 
frost periods of the high Cascades is uniformly rclated to clcvation, 
Precipitation is goncrally abundant cverywhore west of the summit of 
those. dividing ranges, but varios in intcnsity according to the loca- 
tion of intcrcepting mountains, 


Tho climate of the castern section is similar to that of the con- 
tinental interior; changes in wintcr and summer temporaturcs tending 
to bo oxtrome and often abrupt. Precipitation is light, and varics 
usually in relation to clcvation,. 


Vegetation appears to be closely rolatod to topography. Duc to 
varioty of topography many forest sites arc reproscnted, and frost 
froo periods range from 300 days to 30 days or less, a truly romark- 
able variation in climatic conditions which has rosulted in develop- 
mont of many climate racos of trecs of the samo botanical gonus and 
spcecics. 


Magnificent stands of Psoudotsuga taxifolia (viridis) covor most 
of the western portions of Washington and Orcgon. Intcrmingicd with 
the douglas fir are Thuja plicata (gigantca), Tsuga heterophylla and 
Abics grandis. In goneral tho othor Abics arc found upon the highcr 
slopes, above 500 mcters. Along tho coast is found Picoa sitchonsis, 
from California to Alaska, Sequoia somporvirens occurs along tho 
coast of northern California; soquoia gigantca in the high Siorra. 


Pinus murrayana presonts a wide range, from sca levol to 1800 
motors. Pinus pondorosa ranges from slightly above sca level to 2000 
motors or more, Those oclovations are stated as limits within which 
we collect soeds in 1938, All species not specifically mentioned 
horoin are collected from the sources indicated in our price list,
